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THE Sydney Croatia club and many other Soccer 
supporters in general are up in arms over the 
omission of brilliant 22-year-old goalkeeper 
ANTHONY FRANKEN from the Socceroo squad to 
play Everton and take part in the South Korean 


President's Cup. 

Despite proving himself 
unequivocally throughout 
the season, the young 
custodian was once again 
overlooked by National 
team coach Frank Arok last 
Thursday when he 
announced the final 18 team 
members for the two up- 
coming commitments. 

Franken’s response was 
understandably filled with 
unhappiness, as he ex- 
plained after the weekend's 
clash with Adelaide City at 
the Croatian Sports Centre. 

“| am very disappointed 
of course. | thought I'd done 
enough to grab the second 
keeper's spot but that was 
not to be,” Franken said. 


His retort to the thought 
that he was outplayed by his 
nemesis Mike Gibson of 
St.George in last weekend's 
so-called ‘showdown’ came 
as no surprise either. 

“| did pretty well in that 
match. My handling and 
shot-stopping went well and 
1 don’t think | can be blamed 
for either goal. 

“But my form all season 
has been pleasing," he 
stated. And so it has. So 
much so that he stole the 
limelight from Australia’s 
number one — Jeff Olver 
last Wednesday night dur- 
ing the Beach Fashions Cup 
semi-final. 

Franken. was simply bril-

liant, as was Olver. But the 
former made it count when 
he saved three penalties 
during the nerve-wracking 
penalty shoot-out which de- 
cided the match in Croatia's 
favour.

Kiwi Kevin Hagan last 
weekend was_ absolutely 
miraculous. 

Croatia's coach Vedran 
Rozic was bemused at 
Franken’s omission. 

“Anthony is technically 
the best keeper in Australia. 
| don't understand why he is 
notin the team,” he stated. 

Club president Tony 
Basic was even more to the 
point. “I could have told 
you that Anthony Franken 
would not be in the squad 
four months ago, he said.” 

Franken will now take his 
place in the NSW squad to 
take on Queensland and the 
ACT instead of showing his 
wares as Olver’s under- 
study. 


FOOTSCRAY will soon be bolstered by a new signing from overseas, 
according to their highly popular coach Drago Sekularac. 


Sekularac made this 
disclosure immediately 
after his team’s 3-0 loss to 
Sydney Olympic in Sydney. 

Looking most dejected in 
the St George Stadium 
dressing rooms, the usually 
happy-go-lucky  Sekularac 
said: “I badly need some 
new material and hopefully 
help is on the way from 
Yugoslavia. 

“| have contacted a big 
young centre-back at Red 
Star and he informed me 
that he should be in Austra- 
lia within three weeks."” 

Sekularac was refering to 
Zoran Dimitrijevic, a 24 


year-old central defender.

It will be remembered that 
back in 1985 the then Can- 
berra City keeper was left 
out of the Socceroo World 
Cup squad and reacted by 
threatening to quit Soccer 
and take up cricket back in 
his native state of Western 
Australia. 

Fortunately his mind was 
changed and this time 
around no such impetuosity 
comes to play. Franken will 
stick it out and wait for his 
opportunity to show up his 
doubters. This shouldn't be 
too long. 


Meanwhile Jean-Paul de 
Marigny and Charlie Villani 
were deservedly selected in 
the final squad, although 
Robbie Wheatley was 
another fuckless omission. 
De Marigny’s inclusion 
means that Apia’s Mark 
Brown. will most likely be 
drafted into the NSW squad 
to play three matches in the 
next fortnight. 

The Socceroos begin 
their long winter campaign 
tonight when they meet 
Everton at Olympic Park be- 
fore jetting off for Korea on 
Friday. 


Arok knows the game 
against Everton will be hard 
but adds: “we are very well 
prepared for it as we know 
what we're up against. 


“We have a squad cap- 
able of handling any situa- 
tion that may occur and we 
are confident of success.” 


Zarko Odzakov tried his 
utmost to convince the 
national boss that he was fit 
enough during the last few 
days but really didn’t have 
much chance after just re- 
turning from a serious knee 
injury.

Coming weeks will see the State Leagues of 
NSW, Victoria and South Australia restored to a 
deal of their former glory. 

The absence of the national team in South 
Korea and the strange complete abandonment of 
the West End National Soccer League for three 
weeks at the height of the domestic season has 
led to the accent coming down on the state com- 
petitions. 

No-one in their right mind should discount the 
possibility that compact State Leagues of say ten 
teams and three or four rounds might not in the 
near future prove the salvation of the sport. 

The West End NSL has raised the standard of 
football this year but there are good reasons — 
not the least of them financial — that demonstrate 
that the position should be held under review. 

In NSW the leading groups of Blacktown City, 
Canberra Griffins, Wollongong City and Melita 
Eagles Parramatta are shining. 

Maribyrnong Polonia has the lead in Victoria, 
ambitious Adelaide Hellas is feeling the heat in 
South Australia, whilst in Queensland two losses 
have seen Brisbane Lions nosedive, with North 
Star and Eastern Suburbs In the ascendant. 

It takes big resources to build a club into some- 
thing that the public will acccept as being the top, 
Particularly in this age of instant television and 
general immediate media analysis. 

What will be the verdict on the leading State 

’ League clubs after their June run of glory? 

They had plenty of notice that the NSL would be 
in three weeks’ recess. 

If they have the ability then they will have taken 
the opportunity to publicise their games and do 
their utmost to draw the additional crowds. 

When reviewing the State League position in 
NSW one of the most illuminating pointers is the 
mid to high position of Newcastle on the table. 

This city with a long Soccer tradition (and once 
it was THE Soccer city of Australia) has fallen on 
sad times. 

With a young team it has been making some 
impact on the competition, although its player 
products have been spread around some of the 
best NSL and State League clubs in NSW. 

Newcastle will strike even more of an image 
problem temporarily as rugby league establishes 
its senior presence after years of wilderness and 
downturns. 

Are there the modern, businesslike administra- 
tors that can take Newcastle by the scruff of its 
neck and lift it to the heights once again. 

The Hunter region has a population well in ex- 
cess of 550,000 and that is not all that far behind 
cities such as Brisbane, Adelaide and Perth. 

People are putting in brave efforts. There Is not 
one NSL club today who can put on the highly 
professional match program that Newcastle KB 
United did in their International Sports Centre 
days under Paul Trisley. x 

There has to be a lesson somewhere.

“IT’s something I regret very much, but | was a 
young kid who acted irrationally at the time.” 
That’s Mike Petersen, back home from Holland for 
a holiday, talking about his “difference of opin- 
ion” with National coach Frank Arok. 


Petersen, who twice 
turned his back on Socceroo 
selection, blames a break- 
down in communication for 
the misunderstanding. 

“That time when he sent 
me home because | was im- 
properly dressed, | didn't 
realise he meant go and get 
changed and come back. | 
thought he meant that’s it, 
goodbye, see you later and | 
was finished,’’ Petersen re- 
counted. 

“Then when, a couple of 
days later, | found out my 
mistake and Arok said ‘‘wel- 
come back’’, that’s when | 
made the biggest mistake of 
all. | was under pressure 
from Juventus to go on the 
end of season trip to play 
against Roma, so | opted for 
the trip and turned down the 
Socceroos. 

It's something I've bitterly 
regretted ever since. Even 
though | would probably 
have ended up only sitting 
on the bench | could have 
been part of the scene. | 
should have done the right 
thing and | didn’t.” 

Mike Petersen, born and 
bred in Australia and whose 
father was an Australian in- 
ternational, had a dream 
Start in Soccer, although he 
is quick to point out that his 
father never pushed him into 
the game — quite the 
reverse. 

“| want you to write that,”” 
he says. ‘Dad was a Phys. 
Ed. teacher, but when | was 
about eight-years-old and 
asked him for a footy (the 
oval one), he never demur- 
red, and he never once said 
‘why don’t you play 
Soccer’ ”’. 

Petersen didn’t play footy 
for long, though. But, by, the 
time he was nine, he was 
playing for Melbourne under 
well-known junior coach Leif 
Jensen, and from there he 
went on to Port Melbourne to 
play first in the under 14’s 
and then one season in the 
seniors. 

He was in distinguished 
comapny there, too. Among 
his team-mates were Joe 
Palatsidis, Mehmet Durako- 
vic and Andrew Zinni of 
Juventus, Peter Tsolakis of 
Heidelberg, Aki Kotza- 
michalis of Polonia and Mike 
Hamakiotis of Caulfield. 

“It was some team," 
muses Mike, ‘and most of

us are still mates.”” 

Heidelberg snapped him 
up next, for what he de- 
scribes wryly as “two in- 
teresting years". Interesting 
is an understatement. 

In his first year the Ber- 
gers had four coaches — 
Len McKendry, Ken Morton 
and then Jim Tansey and 
Gary Cole coaching 
together. 


During the next close sea- 
son, Brian Garvey arrived. 

“We went into the Buffalo 
Cup without seven senior 
players who were on strike 
over money,” says 
Petersen. 


“So all we younger play- 
ers found ourselves in the 
first team. Brian didn’t know 
any different, of course, he'd 
arrived the day before the 
first game, and the commit- 
tee said ‘that’s the squad’ 
and that was that. 


“And, we did all right, too. 
Against all expectations we 
got some good results and 
we never got slaughtered. 

“Then the big boys set- 
tled their differences and 
came back. Garvey must 
have thought all his birth- 
days had come at once!”" 

Petersen had spent two 
years at Heidelberg when 
his lucky break came 
along, through another play- 
er’s misfortune, as so often 
happens. 


“I wanted to get away, but 
nobody came for me. The 
"85 season kicked off and | 
was resigned to staying with 
the Bergers when Richard 
Miranda broke his ankle and 
Juventus bought me. It was 
the best move | ever made, 
we went on to win the 


championship and it was 
great.”” 

Before the Juventus 
opportunity came along, 


Petersen had been disap- 
pointed over a _ missed 
opportunity in Holland. 


“My two-year contract 
with Heidelberg was up, so | 
went to Holland for a trial 
with NAC-Breda. They were 
pleased with me and wanted 
me to stay and actually 
made me a good offer, but I 
was homesick (I was only 19 
at the time) and | came back 
home. 


“They ‘phoned me seve-

GOALKEEPERS of the world will not like what | 
am about to say. However it has been a pet 
annoyance to me about the amount of time 
goalkeepers in general spend with the ball. 


They stop it, roll it, pick it up. bounce it three or four times and take up 
too much valuable playing time. 

| would like to see FIFA foliow in the footsteps of its indoor Soccer 
brother FIFUSA by limiting the amount of time a keeper has to get rid of 
the ball. 

To test just how much time keepers waste | did a survey during the 
recent Brunswick Juventus — Sydney Croatia match in Sydney. 

The two keepers Marama [Brunswick] and Franken [Sydney 
Croatia] were really not good test cases. 

Franken in fact is one of the fastest players of the ball while Marama 
with his side behind was quicker than most goalkeepers when they play 
away. 

The goalkeepers were in possession 55 times during the match 
Marama 32 and Franken 23. 

The average possession time was 9.25 seconds or a staggering total 
out of playing time of 8 minutes 29 seconds. 

‘Again this was a bettermatch for keepers in terms of their quicker 
distribution. 

My point is that goalkeepers receive an unnecessary privilege in that 
they can take, within reason, as long as they like to play the ball. 

How our strikers, midfielders and defenders would like a similar 
juxury. 

A time limit on goalkeepers — of say three seconds — would speed 
up the game and put goalkeepers on a similar footing to other players in 
having to part company with the ball as quickly as possible. 
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ral times, but then they 
changed their minds about 
the money and it just fell 
through.” 


But, his second chance 
came along near the end of 
last season. 

“People thought that my 
dad pushed me into going to 
Ajax, but that’s not so,"’ he 
says. 


“What happened was 
that an Israeli scout, who 
said he was looking for 
talent for Liverpool, had 
approached me here and 
said he would like to make 
up a video tape of me in ac- 
tion and show it to Liverpool. 
We made the tape, but he 
never came for it. | forgot ab- 
out it, until my dad was about 
to go on a business trip to 
Holland. 

“He took my tape with him 
and once over there 
‘phoned Liverpool, but they 
weren't interested, mainly 
because the work permit 
would be difficult to get. But, 
he showed it to an old mate 
who, at the time, was a train- 
er with Ajax, and that's how it 
all came about.’ 

So, what's it like at Ajax? 

“Hard, bloody hard, that’s 
what. Compared with what 
goes on over there, we don't 
know we're born here. For a 
Start we train twice a day, at 
10.30am and again at 2pm. 
That's Monday, Tuesday 
and Thursday, then Friday 
and Saturday it's 10.30am 
only, Sunday you play, and 
on Monday it’s back to 
training. 

“And, it’s such a rat-race, 
it's dog eat dog. Johan 
Cruyff tells you that quite 
frankly. 

“You don’t have any 
mates, because everyone is 
battling for a place and 
there's no picking the team 
out of friendship. 

“Ajax would rank 
amongst the top half dozen 
clubs in Europe, but the 
money there is very poor 
compared to what you can 
get in Italy, Spain, England 
or even Belgium. 

“And, if you are an import, 
it's very hard to make the 
grade, even if you have abil- 
ity. Because you need more 
than ability, you also need 


the fierce drive to succeed 
that sets the champions 
apart. 

“That's why | admire lads 
like Eddie Krncevic, Dave 
Mitchell and Tony Dorigo so 
much. They had to tough it 
out and now that I've had a 
taste of it | know how they 
must have felt. 

“Ajax's poor pay struc- 
ture and_hard training re- 
gime are two reaons why 
they don't keep good play- 
ers long. The club's re- 
nowned for being a training 
ground for better things. But 
I'm going back, because | 
think | can make it, and be- 
cause Ajax has been good 
tome.” 

Petersen says he thinks 
his contract still has 12 
months to run, after which 
he can come back to Austra- 
lia free, if he wants. 

“I say, | think so because

although | can speak Dutch, 
| can't read it and | had to 
have somebody look at the 
contract for me. 

“I'm sick at missing the 
UEFA Cup final too, be- 
cause | would have been in 
the squad as the club had 
had so many injuries. But, | 
injured my hip at training and 
that was that. 

“Now | find myself being 
pulled in two different direc- 
tions. I'm very patriotic since 
Vve been overseas — after 
all I'm Aussie born and bred 
— and there's nothing to 
equal playing in the green 
and gold. 

“But | also want to make 
the grade at Ajax, if only to 
justify their faith in me. Deep 
in my heart, though, | know 
that if | was ever given 
another opportunity to join 
the National squad, I'd jump 
atit.””

A MOMENTARY lapse in concentration during a 
monumental second half by Sydney Croatia 
allowed champions Adelaide City to take their 
match at the Croatian Sports Centre 3-2. 


With just eight minutes re- 
maining and the home side 
more likely to take both 
points, the black and whites 
received a free-kick 22 
metres from goal.

MEMBERS AND GUESTS WELCOME

ALTHOUGH now one of the great institutions of English Soccer, Everton’s beginnings were 


remarkably humble. 


In 1878 members of the St 
Domingo’s cricket team in 
Liverpool, which was 
attached to a Methodist 
chapel of the same name, 
decied to adopt Soccer as 
their winter recreation. A 
year later St Domingo’s 
Association Football Club 
became Everton Associa- 
tion Football Club. 


After playing in local parks 
for six years, the club moved 
to its first private ground. A 
handful of people paid gate 
receipts totalling $1.20 to 
see the opening of the 
Anfield Road Stadium and 
Everton defeat Earlestown 
5-0. Professionalism was 
embraced 12 months later. 


Everton quickly proved it- 
self a team of consequence 
and in 1888 became one of 
the 12 founder members of 
the Football League. It won 
the third title contested and 
immediately afterwards de- 
clared itself a limited liability 
company with a capital of 
$5,000. 

But, whilst playing results 
were good, all was not well 


behind the scenes at 
Anfield. 
Everton’s landlord de- 


manded a higher rent. Half 
the directors were willing to 
pay the increased amount, 
whilst the other half re- 
mained adamant that the 
club should find another, 
cheaper, home. 


Move 


Eventually, Everton 
did move — a mile 
across Stanley Park in 
the centre of Liverpool 
to what was then a 
patch of waste ground 
and is now the magnifi- 
cent, 55,000 capacity, 
Goodison Park. The re- 
bel directors stayed at 
Anfield and formed 
another club which 
they named Liverpool. 
Thus began one of the 
greatest local rivalries 
in world sport. 


Everton suffered a more 
than fair share of bad luck 
during its initial years at 
Goodison Park. 

In one game against 
Sheffield Wednesday dur- 
ing the 1904-05 season it led 
5-0 at half time, then lost its 
goalkeeper through injury 
and allowed Wednesday to 
salvage a 5-5 draw. 


Just two weeks later, the 
“Toffeemen"” (a nickname 
derived from a local con- 
fectionery known as Ever- 
ton toffee) travelled to 
London and were leading 
Arsenal 3-1 with just 12 
minutes to “go when the 
game was abandoned be- 
cause of fog. Arsenal won 
the replay later in the cam- 
paign and Newcastle United 
pipped the Liverpool club by 
one point to claim the 
League Championship. 

Everton gained its re- 
venge the following year 
when defeating Newcastle 
1-0 in the FA Cup Final and 
brought the famous silver 
trophy to Merseyside for the 
first time. 


Another League Champ- 
ionship was gained in 1915 
and then Everton fans had to 
wait 13 more years before a 
further major honour came 
the way of their team. 

The 1927-28 Champion- 
ship is best remembered for 
the exploits of Dixie Dean. 


The robust English in- 
ternational centre forward 
scored 60 league goals (a 
record which will probably 
never be surpassed) and 82 
in total that season. 


Seven of them came in 
the last two games and the 
goal which passed the 59 
mark set by George Camp- 
sell a year earlier was notch- 
ed with just five minutes of 
the campaign remaining. 


Drama 


The dramatic slump 
Everton experienced 
during the two follow- 
Ing years was blamed, 
almost exclusively, 


upon Dean’s own loss 
of form. In 1930 it drop- 
ped into the second di- 
vision; the last of the 
original 12 league 
members to lose first 
division status. 

Dean's return to form 
coincided with the club’s re- 
surgence. Between 1930- 
31 and 1932-33 it won the 
Second Division Champion- 
ship, First Division 
Championship and FA Cup 
in successive seasons. 

When the free scoring 
striker left Goodison for 
Notts County in 1937 he had 
netted 349 league goals — 
easily a club record. Team- 
mate Ted Sagar, an Eng- 
land international goalkeep- 
er, styaed with Everton until 
he retired in 1953 when his 
playing career had stretch- 
ed to an amazing 24 years 
and 1 month. No player, be- 
fore or since, has matched 
his longevity. 

At the time Sagar finally 
hung up his goalkeeping 
gloves, Everton were in the 
secend division and no 
silverware of consequence 
has graced the Goodison 
Park trophy cabinet for 14 
years. 

The drought was to con- 
tinue for another decade. In 
1963, a side which had been 
assembled for a massive 
amount in transfer fees 
brought Everton the popular 
title of ‘Merseyside Mil- 
lionaires"’ and the League 
Championship. 

Gordon West, Roy Ver- 
non, Jimmy Gabriel, Brian 
Labone and Alex Young 
(‘The Golden Vision’), 
prominent internationals all, 
were the stars of that side. 

Yet, when Everton won 
the FA Cup three years later 
it owed its success to a com- 
parative unknown. A sur- 
prise selection for the final 
against Sheffield Wednes- 
day, Mike Trebilcock scored 
twice as the Merseysiders 
came from two goals to win 
3-2. Trebilcock only played 
half a dozen more games for 
Everton and quickly slipped 


back into obscurity. He play- 
ed in Sydney with Western 
Suburbs and then moved to 
Newcastle, where he has 
been successful both as a 
player and then as a coach. 
Everton's 1969-70 
League Championship win- 
ning side included only four 
members of the team which 
had triumphed at Wembley. 
The midfield trio of Alan Ball, 
Colin Harvey and Howard 
Kendall provided the back- 
bone to an exciting young 
combination which 
appeared capable of 
dominating English Soccer 
for many years to come. 
Unfortunately, its poten- 
tial was not to be fulfilled and 
for the rest of the 1970s and 
well into the 1980s Everton 
rarely looked anything other 
than an average first divi- 
sion team. The phenomenal 
success enjoyed by Liver- 
pool during this period made 
their own side’s prolonged 
mediocrity all the harder for 
Evertonians to bear. 


Turnaround 


The turning point of 
the club’s recent his- 
tory came in May, 1981 
with the appointment 
of Kendall as manager. 
In the past four years 
two League Champion- 
ships, the FA Cup and 
the European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup have been 
won. 

Everton has _ suffered 
more than any other team 
from the ban imposed upon 
English club sides compet- 
ing in Europe. 

Prior to lifting the Cup 
Winners’ Cup in 1985, its re- 
cord in continent wide 
tournaments was abysmal. 
The chance to completely 
rectify that has, sadly, been 
denied it. Few would dispute 
Everton's ability to match 
the best in Europe. 

Melbourne Soccer fans 
than have a rare opportunity 
to see a truly outstanding 
side in action beyond its own 
shores. 


he too was injured at the start of this season, but came 
back and scored the goal that clinched the '87 title against 
Norwich Born Denermonde, age 26.

DEREK MOUNTFIELD — Defender 

An England U/21 and ‘B’ International, Mountfield has 
been unlucky with injuries, having missed most of the '86 
season after a cartilage operation, and he again missed 
the start of this season. Stalwart central defender who 
often scores from set pieces. Born Liverpool, age 24. 
Signed from Tranmere Rovers for $60,000 in 1982. 


PAT VAN DEN HAUWE — Defender 

Belgian born, van den Hauwe qualified for Wales 
through his parentage. Apprenticed by Birmingham, 
bought by Everton in 1984 for $200,000 after 123 
appearances for Birmingham. Played most of the ‘86 
season in central defence in place of Derek Mountfield, but

Captain of Everton and captain of Wales, Kevin Ratcliffe 
graduated through the Goodison Youth Scheme and has 
been capped for his country at every level. Has led his 
team to Wembly five times, yet incredibly is only 26 years 
of age.

NEIL POINTON — Defender 

Pointon was snapped up from unfashionable 
Scunthorpe after playing 159 games for the Fourth 
Division club. Made his First Division debut in 1986 and is 
a star of the future. Born Scunthorpe, aged 24. 


PAUL POWER — Defender 

More than a few eyebrows were raised when Howard 
Kendall bought him from Manchester City before the start 
of the '86/87 season to replace the injured van den 
Hauwe. The England ‘B’ International had spent more 
than 10 years at Maine Road, making over 400 
appearances, and most judges thought that at 32 he was 
too old to start another career at the top.level. How wrong 
they were! He has proved to be one of Kendall's 
shrewdest buys ever.

Tall bustling midfielder Kevin Langley had been a 
regular with Third Division Wigan Athletic, playing over 
150 first team games before Everton signed him in ’86 for

lan Snodin was lifted from the comparative obscurity of 
Doncaster Rovers where he had played 200 games as 
Manager Howard Kendall boosted an injury-stricken i 
squad this season.

First capped by England in ‘84 at Youth level, the former 
Norwich City centreback was an established England 
international when Everton bought him early last season to 
reinforce an injury depleted defence. Born Liverpool, aged 
26. Cost Everton $1,800,000, yet Liverpool let him go for 
1/10th of that sum, believing he would never make the 
grade. 


TREVOR STEVEN — Midfielder 

Versatile Steven has established himself as a vital cog 
in the England team, equally at home on the right wing or 
in midfield. Came to Goodison in 1983 from Burnley for 
$650,000, settled into the team straight away. Born 
Berwick, aged 23. 


GRAEME SHARP — Forward 

One Everton player who won't feel strange at Olympic 
Park. He played here for Scotland in December "85. He 
cost $300,000 when he came from Dumbarton in 1980 
and has repaid every cent. Three times Everton's top 
goalscorer, his role has become even more important with 
the departure of Lineker. Born Glasgow, aged 26. 


PAUL BRACEWELL — Midfielder 

Played at Stoke alongside Adrian Heath before moving 
to Sunderland in 1983 when he played 38 games before 
coming to Everton for $500,000. First capped for England 
in '85, and has been a regular squad member ever since.

“SPORTS REVIEW IS OURS” — INSTITUTE 


BY GRAHAM COOKE 


AUSTRALIAN Institute of Sport officials have 
reacted angrily to criticism of the Soccer program 
by former Socceroo captain Johnny Warren in 
Australian Soccer Weekly. 


In particular they rejected allegations that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had been on the verge of dropping Soccer from the AIS, 
that the government Interfered in the selection process for a 
new head coach, and that there had been an Independent survey 
which had shown the coaches working for only 12 hours a week. 

The depty director of the AIS, Paul Brettell, sald any decision 
on whether a sport should be dropped from the Institute would 
be made by Its board, not the government. 

“Soccer, like every other sport we have here, Is constantly 
subject to review In order that we can assess the direction the 
program is taking and whether changes are necessary,” he 
said. > 

“A review took piace last year when there were suggestions 
that the program would be better off at the NSW Soccer Federa- 
tlon’s Parklea complex. Jimmy Shoulder, the former head Soc- 
cer coach at the AIS, was Involved and the decision was made 
that Soccer was better off here. 

“We recognise the need for the program to extend its profile 
and for the need to work with the Australlan Soccer Federation 
In order to maximise resources. | would say that that relation- 
ship is as close now, If not closer, than it has ever been. 

“Ron Smith, the head coach, has initiated a number of 
plans, such as playing matches against Victorian League clubs, 
this season. The national youth coach, Les Scheinflug, Is also 
closely associated with the program.” 

Brettell added that coaching staff appointments were a matter 
for the AIS board and the government wouid not involve Itself In 
the selection process. 

“| have absolutely no doubt that Ron Smith Is eminently sult- 
able for the job”, he stated. 

“And | know of no Independent research which indicates the 
coaches only work 12 hours a week. Anyone who suggests that 
simply does not know what coaching Is about.” 

The general manager of the Australian Sports Commission, 
Greg Hartung, said he was puzzied at a reference to his body In 
the Warren article (Warren stated the Commission officials had 
told him the AIS coaching position was his and that “everything 
was fixed up”). 

“1 would like to know what officials he Is referring to. I know of 
no involvement In the AIS Soccer coach appointment by the 
commission or any of Its officials,” he said. 

‘Smith admitted that the public profile of the AIS team had not 
been the highest in the past, “but we cannot determine what 


papers publish”. 


0 weeks after the National Youth grand final last year | was 
approached by the referee who had officiated at the Northern 
Division grand final who asked how we had got on. Not even the 
result got Into the Sydney papers. 

“The Sydney press has never taken the slightest Interest In 
the AIS Soccer program other than to criticise It unfairly.” 


No Budget 


The program did not have a budget for publicity 
and was dependent on Soccer journalists taking 
an interest, yet since the Soccer program had 
opened six years ago two members of the Sydney 
press had visited it — one for about 45 minutes. 


“In the last six months things have Improved. | can under- 
stand the Victorians not taking an Interest because we never 
played there, but we played In the NSW competition for five 
years and we are only a three-and-ahalf-hour drive down the 
road. 

“Our present venture with the Victorian Soccer Federation 
was criticised by all and sundry before a ball had even been 
kicked. 

“In fact it has led to the Institute status being ralsed In th eyes 
of the genera! public, not only in the ACT, but throughout Victor: 
la as well.” 

Smith sald it was hls ambition to make the program as open tc 
outside Influences as possible and he had invited several NSL 
coaches to come in and work with the players. Billy Murray hac 
brought the entire Preston squad for a three-day camp before 
the start of the present season. 

“| know that Frank Arok (Socceroo coach) has an immenst 
workload, but | certainly want to get him here when his dutle: 
with the national team and St George allow. 

“The more coaches look upon this place as somewhere tc 
come and get to know the players the better, as it Is then easle 
for us to get our players out and settled with a club. 

“A lot of the scholarship holders come from areas outside thi 
main centres and would not be known to the big clubs.” 

In answer to allegations of government dissatisfaction at th 
lack of sponsorship for Soccer at the AIS, he sald that was no 
the responsibility of the program. 

“The Institute has a marketing arm which co-ordinate: 
sponsorship. There are more than 30 coaches In various sport: 
here and It would be organised chaos if every one of them wen 
out on their own looking for sponsors. 

“| have recelved permission to do a little work In this fleld Ii 
connection with the promotion of our challenge serles game 
with the Victorian State League clubs, but it is very limited.”

through.” 

Robson himself has no re- 
grets about making the 
move from Arsenal, for 


whom he made 151 League 
appearances in five-and-a- 
half seasons. 

He often trained twice a 
day during his first two

A RARE TREAT 


IF the first FIFA Under 16 World Tournament is any 
indication, Soccer fans in North America are in for 


arare treat this summer. 


Played in the Peoples Re- 
public of China in 1985, and 
won by Nigeria, the Tourna- 
ment surpassed all expecta- 
tions with fantastic goals 
and brilliant Soccer. 

The second FIFA Under 
16 World Tournament will 
be held in Canada from July 
12 to 25, and will feature 16 
nations from all over the 
world. The games will be 
played in four cities, Toronto 
(Ontario), Montreal 
(Quebec), Saint John (New 
Brunswick) and St John's 
(Newfoundland). 

To date only 13 of the 16 
finalists are known, Cana- 
da, as the host national qual- 
ified automatically. 

Australia will hold the 
single place allotted to 
Oceania. South Korea were 
the champions of Asia fol- 
lowed by Qatar from the Per- 
sian Gulf and Saudi Arabia. 
Nigeria, Egypt and the Ivory 
Coast qualified from Africa. 

Bolivia emerged as sur- 
prise. champions of South 
America, followed by Brazil 
and Ecuador. Mexico was 
undefeated in qualifying 
from the North-Central 
American and Caribbean 
area, with the United States 
also qualifying. 

The three teams that will 
represent Europe will not be 
know until after the Euro- 
pean qualifying competition 


is completed today. 

The European finals were 
played all across northern 
France from May 25 to June 
3 with the final at the Parc 
des Princes Stadium in 
Paris on June 3. 


Eight of the teams who 
have qualified so far for the 
Canadian Tournament also 
appeared in the first Tourna- 
ment in China: Australia, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Qatar, Saudi Arabia 
anc the United States. 

FIFA made the official 
draw for team groups on 
April 7 live on TSN television 
in Toronto, Ontario. 


The outcome of the draw 
as as follows: 

TORONTO Group ‘A’ 
Europe 3, Canada, Qatar, 
Egypt. 

SAINT JOHN Group ‘B’ 
Ivory Coast, Rep. of Korea, 
USA, Ecuador. 

MONTREAL Group ‘C’ 
Brazil, Europe 2, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Australia. 

ST JOHN'S Group ‘D’ 
Europe 1, Nigeria, Mexico, 
Boliva. 

The two teams finishing 
on top of each group will 
advance to the quarter fi- 
nals. At this point the com- 
petition will become sudden 
death with the winners of the 
quarter finals advancing to 
the semi-finals, and the win- 


ners of the semi-finals to the 
final. 


Each of the four sites will 
stage a quarter final game; 
the semi-finals will be play- 
ed in Saint John, New 
Brunswick and in Toronto, 
and the final will be played at 
Varsity Stadium in Toronto 
on July 25 with a 3pm kick off 
time. The game for third 
place will be played in Saint 
John, New Brunswick, Fri- 
day, July 24 at 7pm. 


While many people wan- 
ting to come to Canada for 
the Tournament will be 
familiar with Montreal and 
Toronto, the two sites in the 
Maritime provinces, Saint 
John and St John’s, may 
cause some confusion. In 
fact just prior to the World 
Cup game in 1985 between 
Canada and Honduras, one 
group of Honduran fans en- 
ded up in Saint John instead 
of St John's. It is imporant to 
note that the spelling of the 
two names is significant. 


Saint John (pop. 52,000) is 
in the province of New 
Brunswick and is located on 
the Bay of Fundy, just a few 
miles north of the state of 
Maine. 


On the other hand St 
John's, Newfoundland 
(pop. 90,000) is on the island 
of Newfoundland, and is 
accessible only by air or by 
sea. You can take your Car (0 
Newfoundland by driving to 
North Sydney, Nova Scotia 


and catching the 
across the Cabot Strait to 


Point aux Basques, 
Newfeundland. It is then a 
long drive across 


Newfoundland to St John's. 


Tickets for all games dur- 
ing the Tournament are 
reasonably priced, and tick- 
et prices for games in the 
first round are for double 
headers. No ticket price dur- 
ing the Tournament ex- 
cedes $10 per game, and in 
the early rounds you can see 
two games for as little as $4. 


At this point in time very 
little is known of the visiting 
teams. The teams compet- 
ing were not required by 
FIFA to name 30 players un- 
til May 27 and in the case of 
the European teams June 3. 
Coaches will have to reduce 
that number to a final list of 
18 on July 1. 


Brian Hughes, who will 
coach the Canadidn team 
watched the European fi- 
nals in Greece last year and 
came away highly impress- 
ed by the level of play. 


“These young players have 
all the skills of the professio- 
nals” he said. ‘But more 
than the professionals they 
are willing to take chances 
and this makes for a very ex- 
citing game.’ Hughes, who 
played in the NASL for the 
Atlanta Chiefs, had one final 
comment on the FIFA Under 
16 World Tournament. “If 
you are a Soccer fan, don’t 
miss it. Be there."”

MAKE THE MOVES

Port Vale — halfway up 
the Division Three table — 
could make a killing by 
offloading their 24-year-old 
hitman, after plucking him 
from non-League Rhyl for a 
bargain $10,000 in 1985. 

And Jones admits: ‘‘If 
they agreed a fee for me with 
a First Division club | would 
be on my way. 

“I've a great affection for 
the club but I'm also very 


ambitious. | had two targets 
when | came into League 
football; to win a Welsh cap 
and to play in the First Divi- 
sion. | want to complete the 
double.”” 

Jones is aware that any- 
thing can happen in football 
— as he has found out after 
being released from his 
home-town club Wrexham 
almost before his career had 
Started. 

He reflects: ‘“‘Arfon Grif- 
fiths, Wrexham'’s manager 
at the time, told me | wasn't 
good enough and then kick- 
ed me out. | thought my 
career was over at 17 and 
drifted into local league foot- 


ball. 
‘Signed’ 


“But after a year 
messing around | de- 
cided Iwanted to try 
and prove Arfon wrong 
and | signed from Rhyl 
for a tenner a match.” 

Jones hit 92 goals in four 
seasons for Rhyl alongside 
lan Rush's brother Stefan 
(“he wasn’t a bad player. 
Not quite as prolific as his 
brother in the box, but then 
who is?"), During his last 
season, when he netted 36 
goals, Jones was invited to 
Arsenal for a month's trial. 


THE SKY-HIGH 


COVENTRY’S best-ever season could have been 
bolstered by the presence of Graeme Souness if 
former manager Don Mackay had stayed in the 


job. 

But Mackay quit Highfield 
Road near the end of last 
season and had to scrap 
ambitious plans to bring 
Souness back from exile in 
Italy. 


Mackay, now in charge at 
Blackburn, recalls: “‘When | 
knew Graeme was likely to 
be leaving Sampdoria | was 
immediately interested in 
trying to bring him to 
Coventry. 

“The intention was that 
he would join me as player- 
coach. He would have been 
a fabulous acquisition for 
the club. 

“But unfortunately we 
never really got our plans off 
the ground. | resigned be- 
fore we got a chance to dis- 


cuss the move. 
“I wasn’t sacked by 
Coventry, I resigned be- 


cause | wasn’t receiving 100 
per cent support. So | can’t 


say whether or not I'd have 
been able to do a deal with 
Graeme. 

“| gave everything to the 
job and felt | deserved better* 
backing. But that didn't hap- 
pen so | had no choice but to 
call itaday.” 

Ironically, within three 
days of quitting The Sky 
Blues and wondering how 
long he'd be on the dole, 
Mackay received a call from 
Ibrox inviting him to help out. 


New Rangers boss Sou- 
ness was completing the 
Italian programme with 
Sampdoria and his assis- 
tant, Walter Smith, was in 
urgent need of help as the 
team played out the Scottish 
season. 


Mackay was eventually 
appointed to the coaching 
staff on a permanent basis, 
enabling him to work closely 
with Souness. 


@ ASHARP MOVE & 


THERE was a very pointed — and Sharp — reason why Paul Wilkinson left 
possible glory on Merseyside for a life with Brian Clough. 
If anyone made up Paul's mind that the time was right for a move it was his former Everton 


team-mate Graeme Sharp. 


Reveals Wilkinson: “| came to the conclusion that in terms of winning a regular place in the 
side at Everton it was going to be a case of Sharpy or me. 

“And as Graeme had done the business for Everton over five or six years | just could not 
see me getting in on the act on a permanent basis. 


‘Magnificent’ 


“Good luck to Graeme, he’s a fine player and has done a magnificent job 
for Everton. But! had to think of what was best for me. 
“| knew | could have gone to Charlton but with due respect to them | felt ambitious about 


winning things in the game. 


“Il had had a taste of success at Everton and when Forest made their offer | had no 


hesitation in joining them. 


“| was always on the fringe at Goodison and although | got my chance earlier this season it 
didn't work out, When Wayne Clarke was signed | knew then it was time to consider my 


future."” 


Ironically, Wilkinson received a Championship medal this season. He played 22 League 
games for Everton before his transfer. 

And Wilkinson feels that the Forest squad he has joined is capable of maturing on the same 
lines that has brought Everton so much success in recent seasons. 

The former Grimsby star adds: “Things didn't happen overnight for Everton. They had to 
wait for their younger players to grow up and add to their experience. 


‘Incredible’ 


“And you can see the same sort of thing happening at Forest. 
“As the younger players get more experience — and | come into that category — then | can 


only see us going one way. 


“I'm sure there is the ability to win things at Forest and from what | have seen so far, we'll be 


g it a right go next season. 


“| knew what it was like to battle for a place at Everton.and it’s not going to be any easier at 
Forest because Nigel Clough and Gary Birtles have been together and done well as a 


partnership this season. 


“But it’s up to me to show that | can do the job. The boss would not have bought me if he 


didn’t think | could do that.” 


“| couldn't get the time off 
work so | told them that un- 
less they offered me a con- 
tract | wouldn't go to Lon- 
don. They didn’t so I didn't,” 
recalls the one-time super- 
visor at a health food factory 
in Corwen. 


And while Brighton and 
Shrewsbury ummed and 
arred Port Vale nipped in. 


“| don't profess to be the 
most skilful forward in the 
game,’ adds Jones, ‘‘but 
I'm fairly strong and | can 
shoot with either foot.’ 


Fulham will endorse that 
after Jones hit a hat-trick at 
Craven Cottage in Port 
Vale's 6-0 win on the day he 
was selected for the Welsh 
squad. 

“With Mark Hughes sus- 
pended for the Finland 
match | thought a place 
might be up for grabs, and 
possibly those three goals 
got me in ahead of Watford’s 
Martin Allen. I’m told the 
Welsh FA had a representa- 
tive at Craven Cottage.” 


A Welsh victory against 
Finland was vital to their 
European Championship 
hopes, and Jones played his 
part with a clinical volley to 
complete a convincing 4-0 
win at Wrexham. 


“| might find it hard to 
keep Mark Hughes out of the 
side but I'll always remem- 
ber that moment,” says 
Jones with pride.

DUNDEE UNITED’S PAUL STURROCK tangles with

BOMBSHELL 


WELLINGTON UNITED, one of New Zealand’s top 
Soccer clubs, have dropped a Chatham Cup 
bombshell by pulling out of this season’s com- 
petition. 

DB Spats Wellington were due to play their first match, a 
round four clash away to Palmerstone North side Bennetts 
Massey on Saturday 30th May. 

Wellington advised the NZFA by letter late last week that 
they were not going to participate in the Cup. Several 
reasons were cited including: 

No free weekends have been allocated for future 
Chatham Cup rounds so double headers (Cup Saturday, 
National League Sunday) will need to be played. If, as ex- 
pected Wellington beat Massey their likely round five oppo- 
nents would be Manawatu away on 20th June. Wellington 
have an away League match in Dunedin on Sunday 21st 
June. The Cup match cannot be played under lights mid- 
week as there are no suitable floodlight grounds in Palmer- 
ston North. If they progressed further, Saturday Cup fixtures 
would be followed by away League trips to Mt Maunganui 
and Gisborne. 

Cup games are expected to be played by mutual agree- 
ment between the two teams. Wellington say there is just not 
enough time to organise the ties. And the club has just been 
through the exercise of rescheduling the Wellington/North 
Shore match to accomodate Auckland's Centennial Tourna- 
ment. 

Wellington also feel the fitting of Chatham Cup ties into an 
already tight and extended League competition is an un- 
ecessary burden on the club's administration. 

A club spokesman said there was keen disappointment 
that the decision had to be taken. However the fact that a 
prestigious tournament has been relegated to such a minor 
role in NZ Soccer is a retrograde step and cannot be ignored. 
Neither can the posibility of four double header weekends 
between now and the final. 

In a year when there is no Chatham Cup sponsor, Welling- 
ton did not point to the financial burden facing other clubs in 
this season's competition. 

Central League Second Division club Gisborne Thistle are 
drawn away to Nelson in the Fourth Round — a round trip 
cost of $4,500. Neighbours Gisbourne City must travel to 
play Hutt Valley followed by a Fifth Round trip to either 
Wainuiomata or New Plymouth if they are successful — a 
combined travel bill of $7,000-$8,000.

“4 Eric Worthington gets his way there will be no parents at junior Soccer matches.” 


This key sentence 
appeared in a May issue of a 
sports publication which 


went on to liberally quote Mr 
Worthington, who has been 
the National Director of 
Coaching for the past 11 
years, since arriving from 
England. 

The writer also quoted 
him as saying: ‘‘Pick the kids 
up after the game (i.e. by the 
parents) but in the meantime 
let us coach the kids and 
teach them how to get enjoy- 
ment out of the game.”” 

The first paragraph above 
began with the little word ‘if.” 

Bit ‘if’ is a big word too, be- 
cause there is no chance of 
Mr Worthington getting his 
way. 

If what the writer says is 
what Mr Worthington said, 
then i believe he knows little 
about the method by which 
many hundreds of 
thousands of Australian 
youngster have received 
the chance of enjoy the 
great game of Soccer in Au- 
stralia. 

Soccer as a junior sport — 
and one which heads the 
more publicised sports all 
along the Eastern Coast in 
particular — could not oper- 
ate without the goodwill of 
countless thousands of pa- 
rents, friends, interested 
people, coaches, referees 
and administrators. 

Regarding the quote the 
“tet us coach the kids ...” 
— perish the thought! 

There is no chance that 
Mr Worthington and Co 
could cope. He would have 
to ask himself whether he 
has the staff or the interest.
